Information was also received which Indicated 
SHELTON had conspired to defraud the telephone company, by uti- 
lizing his WATS line in a manner to keep Klan expenses down. 

There was a question as to whether SHELTON's use of WATS line 
was in violation of Title 18, Section 1343, United States Code

Miami presented the above mentioned facts to United 
States Attorney, Miami, who advised such was not a violation of 
the above section.

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established headquarters 
in Suite 401, the Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The 
organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and 
is the dominant Klan group in the South with units in several 
southern states. 

On August 14, 19^1, the second source advised that 
the organization formerly known as United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Incorporated, would be known 
in the future as United Klans of America, Inc., the name was 
changed by a resolution adopted at the National Klonvocation 
held July 8, 1961, at Indian Springs, Georgia. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, a majority of the Klaverns 
of the U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged 
with the United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan.

The Baltimore City Police Department in recent 
months has undergone a complete re-organization under the 
direction of a new commissioner* The immediate effect has 
been the assignment of personnel in the Baltimore Police 
Department for the handling of demonstrations, and so forth, 
of Hate groups . partic ularly the National States Rights Party 
| | a self-styled white supremacist. As 

is well Known, these individuals thrive on publicity. 

With the new group of officers handling the coverage 
of these demonstrations, this office has effected extremely 
close working liaison. At every opportunity during casual 
conversation, it was pointed out that if the publicity 
received by these individuals could be stopped, their effective- 
ness could be curtailed. 

On 8/ g6/67» in conversation with one of the Agents

officials of the Police Department had gone to the newspapers 
in Baltimore and had outlined to them the fact that l I 

and the National States Rights Party were getting in on the 
free publicity. The Police Department agreed that their 
organization would have adequate coverage of these evente 
and would have photographers present.

Since the organized attempt by the UKA in Maryland 
to burn crosses on the Baltimore Beltway on August 30, 1967, 
the UKA has engaged in no public activities, other than to 
hold a klan rally at the Polka Inn in Baltimore County in 
the early part of December, 1967. This rally had to be 
held indoors , because despite many efforts to do so, the 
klan was unable to obtain any land on which to hold an 
outdoor rally in 1967. Contact with Mr. FRANK CHEKOTOVSKY, 
who is the owner of the Polka Inn, prior to the rally, 
disclosed that when he learned the nature of the organization, 
he was inclined to cancel their rental of the hall. However, 
the Baltimore County Police felt that by allowing the UKA to 
hold a rally, they could obtain information concerning 
additional members of the UKA, who might not be known to 
them. The rally was held on the evening of December 9, 1967 
and officers of the Intelligence Units of the Baltimore 
County Police Bureau and the Baltimore City Police Department 
were permitted to attend by the UKA. The rally was a dismal 
failure according to police offic ers^ Baltimore inf ormants, 
and statements by klan officers. I l atterrpted 

to engage the Polka Inn for another rally in early 1968 
but was unable to do so.

On 10/8/69, BURGESS DOYLE TRENT and | 1 

were arrested by Baltimore County Police Department while 
attempting to steal dynamite from a construction project. The 
arrest was reported in the Baltimore Evening Sun paper of 
IO/8/69. Both subjects were indicted on ll/b/69, on counts 
of B&E of storehouse, larceny, receiving stolen goods and 
rogue and vagabond. They were continued on $3500 bail bond 
each for trial on 12/2/69. 


TRENT was the_E2iii-t£d nvnippa of a UKA Klavern 
as well as a Minute Man I t v as a member of TRENT'S 

group and his right-hand man. TRENT prior to his arrest 
was in t le process of converting his Klan group into a 
group of Minute Men. 

Since their arrest, subjects have reportedly 
severed all connections with the Klan and M inute Men. TREN T 
has been part of a faction fighting tn nngt-.l I

has stated since f.hp arrests that he has suspended both

prepared and se nt to th e Sun papers which would point out 
that TRENT and I l are Klansman of the most dangerous 

type and that while the Klan is trying to attain respectability, 
there are still some who are prone to violence. 

Bureau authorization is requested to prepare an 
anonymous typewritten letter along the lines suggested above. 

It is felt that any publicity would have the effect of slowing 
down any similar type activity which might be contemplated 
by individual Klanmen or Minute Men.

BURGESS TRENT, a State leader and activist in 
the UKA, who has been responsible for most of the recruiting 
In the organization, has been interviewed by Agents on two 
occasions in recent months. He was led to believe that his 
activities were under surveillance and that he might have 
knowledge concerning a recent rash of cross burnings in the 
Baltimore area. 
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Througi the utilization of informants in the 
UKA, it is hoped that undesirables will be dropped from the 
organization and that other splinter Klan groups will be 
neutralized or eliminated • 

3 . TANGIBLE RESULTS 


As a result of the interviews of TRENT, informants 
have advised that he has not participated at Klan meetings 
in recent months and that subsequent to the second interview 
in December, 1970, he informed another State officer that he 
was going to get out all together.
